A il Introduced to Do Away With Gold and
Silver Coriliicates.
Wasiinaron, May 10, -
in tho House w<day Mr. Bland, of Mo, in-
troduced a bill providdng thet any holder ot
standard gold or silver coln may deposit the
mame with the treasurer, or any government
depository, in sums not less than ten dollars,
and receive therefor notes to bo called “Coin
notss' of the United States, Section 2 makes
It unlawful to issua gold or silver certificates
and provides that all such cortificales here-
toforo issued, shsll be cancelled and de-
stroyed, and the coin notes issued in lleu
thersol. Section three directs the secrelary
of the treasury to maintain & reserve of not
more than 100,000,000 gold and silver vein
for the redow ption of legal tender notes and
an additional reserve oqual in amount to the
outstanding coin notea issued.  All other
surplus revenue not required lor the pay-
mwent of the current expenditures of the gov-
ernment, shall be paid out monthly in the
redemption of the interest bearing debt of the
United Stules that wmay be subject to cally
